REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of Education: 


In considering this report you will note that four 
weeks on the field as superintendent has allowed time 
for only a brief survey of the condition and needs of 
the schools. 


EDUCATION THE TOWN’S CHIEF INTEREST 

The chief interest of a nation is not peace or war or 
business but the education of its boys and girls. 
Upon the thoroughness with which it educates its boys 
and girls will depend its future success in war and 
peace and business. I do not find the children of Bar- 
rington inferior to those of other towns and cities. 
They are worthy of the best that Barrington can pro- 
vide in the way of efficient schooling. Every citizen, 
whether he has children or not, should be interested 
in the improvement of education for all children, for 
in twenty years the welfare of the community will be 
largely in their hands, and thirty the decline or pro- 
gress of the town will be theirs to decide. 


THE TEN PER CENT. PLAN 


There is a way to provide gradual and consistent 
improvement in the schools without burdening the tax- 
payers. Call it the TEN PER CENT. PLAN. If we 
take the point of view of seeking the best we can give 
our boys and girls, and that is the only rational point 
of view, we cannot help but want for them better op- 
portunities of education, through better schoolhouses, 
better sanitary arrangements, better transportation, 
better schoolroom equipment, more varied courses, 
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better health inspection and health teaching, better- 
trained teachers, better instruction, and better living 
conditions generally for our boys and girls and for 
ourselves. 

All of these things are in sight and can be had by 
adopting and following consistently for five years the 
ten per cent. plan. It is as simple and effective as 
it is sane and business-like. The town in making its 
appropriations for school purposes each year should 
appropriate ten per cent. more than was spent the pre- 
vious year for each item of school expense in which 
the citizens favor a policy of progress and improve- 
ment. If you were to ask me what these items are 
for the coming year, I would name teachers’ salaries, 
scholars’ supplies, text-books, and school-room equip- 
ment. With regard to the improvement of school- — 
houses, I suggest only that the time will come when 
the citizens will want to improve them. Would it 
not be well to start a fund for school-house improve- 
ment and increase it each year as a part of the ten 
per cent. plan? 

You can see how the ten per cent. plan will work. 
If $30.00 was spent for school-room equipment this 
year, $33.00 would be appropriated for next year and 
a year from-now you would appropriate $36.30. Of 
course there will finally be a limit, but while you are 
reaching that limit you are making considerable pro- 
gress in your schools without feeling the additional 
expense. And when you do reach the limit there is 
no question but that you will be perfectly able to stop. 
The ten per cent. plan does not mean that the total 
school money will be ten per cent. more every year. 
You make enlarged appropriations only for those 
items of school expense where you wish to accomplish 
improvement. There are other large items that will 
remain fairly constant or even become less so that the 
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increase in school money will be only five per cent. or 
even aS low as two or three per cent. 

If this has the flavor of “‘painless extraction,” try 
it for a year or two and be surprised at the results 
that you can accomplish so easily. It is a simple 
business proposition which any man can follow in his 
own affairs. Ten per cent: improvement on a farm 
will do a lot to it in five years. Why not to the 
schools ? 


BETTER-TRAINED TEACHERS 


The most expensive as well as the most important 
item on the school budget is the instructional ability 
of the teachers. Every teacher ought to be a Normal 
School graduate. We should not expect the Normal 
- School to make any old girl into a good teacher. But, 
if a girl should become a teacher at all, she will be a 
far better teacher if she has special training for 


teaching. It is just as important to get a skilled and ~ 


experienced teacher to operate on the minds of your 
children as it is to get a skilled and experienced sur- 
geon to operate on their eyes and their throats. Just 
as much good is accomplished by the teacher who 
knows how, and just as much damage is done by the 
unskilled operator. There is little competition now in 
getting inexperienced and untrained teachers, but 
there is a great deal of competition in getting good 
teachers. There is no need for any town to always 
be a practice ground where teachers are being tried 
out, the harmful and unsuccessful ones being elimin- 
ated while finally the good ones are lost because a 
neighboring town is wise enough to pay them more 
money. Insist on your town buying good instruc- 
tional ability to begin with, not necessarily the best, 
for we cannot compete with wealthy cities, but at least 
half-way up in the scale above the level of the un- 
trained inexperienced. 
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INCREASE OF TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Up to a certain limit a teacher is worth more to a 
town every year that she teaches. Especially is this 
true of the second year. A teacher ought to know 
the community in which she works and become a part 
of it. She ought to know the pupils and their homes, 
understand the problems of that particular school and 
be familiar with the progress the pupils had made in 
their studies. A town that changes teachers every 
year loses more by the change than any town ever put 
into increases of teachers’ salaries. Our rural schools 
should have permanent teachers. 


THE TEACHER AND THE COMMUNITY 


A town should do more for its teachers than to pay 
them well. Do not make them feel like strangers in 
a strange land who come by day and fly by night. 
Take them in as a part of the community. Take an 
interest in their work and well-being. Your obliga- 
tion is to provide convenient boarding places where 
they will be not only well cared for but where they will 
be contented and happy. Every citizen should share in 
the responsibility for this part of the work of educa- 
tion. 


CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS 


So far as I can judge in the brief time I have had, 
the schools have been well conducted this year. With 
possibly one exception there are no glaring evils or 
defects, but everywhere there is chance for improve- 
ment. The warm lunch provided at Green Hill school 
through the co-operation of the parents and the in- 
terest of the teacher is benefitting the pupils and hav- 
ing a wholesome effect on the school. In all the 
schools I find opportunities of improving the work of 
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the teachers by giving them better equipment, text- 
books and supplies with which to work. Poor at- 
tendance should be condemned wherever we find it 
and the interest of the parents everywhere solicited 
to have children present every day and on time. The 
attendance records are given below.

If I 
could reach my business conveniently, I would be per- 
fectly willing to live in Barrington and have my three 
children attend one of your schools. The cordial co- 
operation of the board members and the hearty wel- 
come given me by the parents I have met is most 
highly appreciated.
